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The  First  Fifty  -  Reflections  on  ttie  Scfiool's  Legacy 

The  past  year  will  forever  be  recognized  as  a  momentous  one  for 
the  Halifax  Grammar  School.  What  began  with  the  Official  Launch  of 
our  Jubilee  50th  Anniversary  Year  ended  with  magnificent  Gala 
Dinner  and  Dance  and  the  publication  of  a  school  history  paying 
tribute  to  the  School's  enduring  legacy  in  Nova  Scotia  education.  In 
between,  the  School  community  received  news  at  Thanksgiving  of  my 
impending  retirement  as  Headmaster  and  then  prepared  to  welcome 
my  successor,  the  twelfth  Headmaster  over  the  past  50  years.  That 
qualifies,  by  any  measure,  as  a  truly  eventful  year! 

The  Grammar  School,  as  you  all  know,  is  a  lively,  intellectually 
engaging  place  full  of  independently  minded  people.  While  writing  the 
School  history  and  absorbing  its  lessons,  I  was  struck  by  how  that 
characteristic  has  remained  a  constant  in  the  life  of  the  Grammar 
School.  Classes  of  students  move  onward  and  upward.  Headmasters 
come  and  go,  but  HGS  remains  true  to  that  original  mission. 

After  heading  independent  schools  for  the  past  12  years,  and  a 
career  spanning  three  provinces  over  three  decades,  I  might  be 
forgiven  for  offering  a  few  observations.  The  Grammar  School  is,  and 
always  has  been,  quite  unique.  It  may  be  a  Canadian  Independent 
school,  but  its  founders  were  essentially  liberals  who  believed  in  public  education  but  were  convinced  that  the  local 
system  had  lost  its  way.  That  is  why  HGS  continues  to  stand  for  promoting  independence  of  thought  and  action 
and  to  eschew  many  forms  of  private  school  conformity.  That  ingrained  quality  has  proved  quite  resilient,  even  if  it 
has  bedeviled  many  a  Headmaster  charged  with  promoting  a  shared  vision. 

Leading  the  Halifax  Grammar  School  is  more  about  conducting  an  orchestra  than  scaling  great  mountains. 
Here  leadership  involves  steering  a  small  ship  between  two  competing  harbours  (ASC  and  TRC),  attempting  to 
build  genuine  teams  and  to  promote  needed  collaboration,  and  striving  to  give  people  the  responsibility  to  pursue 
their  own  ideas.  Success  is  difficult  to  measure  because  it  lies  more  in  what  is  prevented  than  what  is  actually 
accomplished.  It's  mostly  about  trying  to  ensure  as  much  harmony  as  possible  as  HGS  moves  forward  into  the 
future. 

Looking  back,  this  year  was  full  of  many  personal  highlights.  Students  at  the  Grammar  School  will  always 
amaze  me.  Surveying  these  pages,  you  will  see  the  visual  record  of  the  many  triumphs  and  achievements  as  well 
as  snapshots  of  daily  school  life.  Over  the  past  year,  Head  Boy  Ben  Jain  and  Head  Girl  Jo  Youn  have  set  a  very 
positive  tone  and  introduced  a  valuable  new  student  award.  It's  named  after  Roman  Emperor  Antonius  Pius  and 
recognizes  our  previously  unsung  heroes.  Whether  it  was  the  Terry  Fox  Run,  the  Feed  Nova  Scotia  Initiative,  the 
Senior  Musical  The  Boy  Friend,  the  Prep  School's  Treasure  Island,  or  the  NSSAF  Championships,  our  students 
did  us  all  proud.  Behind  them  all  the  way  was  a  dedicated  faculty  team,  led  by  Gayle  Baillie,  Tim  McGarrigle, 
Andrew  Hare,  the  House  Councilors,  and  the  Activities  Advisers. 

The  Grammarian  for  2008-2009  will  stand  as  our  Jubilee  Golden  edition.  Many  thanks  to  Lucy  Federico  and  the 
editorial  team,  supported  by  Ms.  Angela  McKegney,  for  capturing  so  well  the  vitality  of  school  life  during  our  fiftieth 
anniversary  year.

The  Prep,  Middle,  and  Senior  School  alike  enjoyed  an  eventful  Spring  Fair,  with  a  spell  binding  hypnotist,  a  super  Egg 
Hunt,  a  Grammar's  Got  Ta/enf  Competition,  and  famous  Dating  Game,  among  other  activities.

We  would  like  to  extend  a  heartfelt  thanks  to  all  the  faculty  and  staff  for  their  consistent  support  of  the  Student  Council 
throughout  the  year,  providing  us  with  the  necessary  help  to  see  our  ideas  (even  the  crazy  ones)  through.

Over  a  three-race  series,  the  senior  girls 
cross-country  running  team  won  the  Metro 
Region  banner.  At  the  Capital  Region 
Championships,  they  placed  third  as  a 
team  in  a  very  competitive  race  led  by 
Katherine  Fraser  (S2)  who  placed  3rd 
individually.  The  top  four  teams  in  the 
Capital  Region  were  all  obviously  going  to 
be  contenders  for  the  provincial  title,  so 
our  girls  went  into  provincials  having  a 
good  idea  of  who  the  main  competition 
was  going  to  be.  At  provincials,  which 
were  hosted  by  Citadel  High  School  at 
Citadel  Hill,  the  conditions  were  wet, 
windy,  hilly,  and  generally  tough.  Knowing 
that  it  was  going  to  take  something  special 
to  win,  all  of  the  girls  ran  very  aggressively 
and  in  the  end  had  incredible  races.

establish  a  great  team  mindset  and  ended 
up  finishing  51st,  69th,  and  73rd  out  of  102 
total  runners.
